BYU responds to accusations

The BYU administration has 
responded to accusations challeng- 
ing the integrity of a recent faculty 
review that led to the dismissal of 
five professors. 

BYU President Rex E. Lee and 
English Department Chair Neal 
Lambert have both responded to 
the accusations made at an off- 
campus Wednesday night rally. At 
stake are the BYU careers, scholar- 
ly merits and publications of dis- 
missed professors David Knowlton 
and Cecilia Konchar Farr. 

Knowlton claimed BYU Provost 
Bruce Hafen improperly intervened 
in the seven-step, third-year review 
process by issuing a memo regard- 
ing Farr’s pro-choice stance on 
abortion. 

The administration countered 


Thursday, in the form of a press 
conference called by President Lee, 
at which he said he was angered by 
accusations impugning faculty 
involved in the review process. On 
Monday, in a statement released to 
The Universe, BYU said 
Knowlton’s accusation “distorts the 
facts and it ignores the very pur- 
pose of faculty reviews.” 

In addition, Lambert, who as 
chair of the department in which 
Farr teaches was part of the review 
process, sent The Universe a letter 
Monday. 

In part, the letter, which will run 
in its entirety on Wednesday’s edi- 
torial page, states that Hafen’s 
memo “was written in an attempt 
to clarify issues in a series of 
memos between Professor Farr and 
others in the University adminis- 
tration that were in her file.” 

Lambert says both,Farr and the 


department committee had the 
opportunity to respond to Hafen’s 
memo. 

“AK copy of that memo and other 
documents came to me in part 
because I sought clarification 
regarding that exchange and other 
confidential matters which might 
potentially become a part of the 
review considerations as they pro- 
ceed beyond the department,” 
Lambert said. 

After the English department 
committee reviewed Farr’s case 
and sent it to Lambert, he request- 
ed to see Hafen’s memo and gave 
both Farr and the department com- 
mittee the chance to respond. 

“So far as the department faculty 
vote is concerned,” Lambert wrote, 
“T can say categorically that no one 
in the department asked to change 
a vote because of the memo in 
question.” 


President Lee defended the entire 
review process Thursday. 

“T want to speak for the integrity 
of my university, including the: 
integrity of its people and the 
integrity of its processes,” he said. 
“I have been saddened by ... allega- 
tions or innuendoes that substan- 
tial numbers of our faculty have 
not told the truth. Such things are 
not typical of BYU and do not bear. 
the approval of the great majority 
of us.” 

President. Lee was asked if Farr’s 
pro-choice stance at an abortion 
rally contributed to her dismissal. 
“T can’t talk about the merits of 
decisions by faculty members,” he 
said. 

“IT am, satisfied (the reviewers) 
were fair, thorough and conscien- 
tious.”

2 professors named to leadership roles

Editor’s Note: This is the first of a four-part 
series on BYU’s four newly appointed deans. The 
Universe has interviewed both the incoming and 
outgoing deans about BYU's future. 

BYU President Rex E. Lee announced Monday 
the appointment of two professors to leadership 
roles in the academic vice president’s office and 
in General and Honors Education. 

Alan L. Wilkins, chair of the 
Department of Organizational 
Behavior in the Marriott School 
of Management, will assume the 
duties of associate academic vice 
president. He replaces Clayne L. 

Pope, who is the new dean of 
Family, Home and Social 
Sciences. 

Paul A. Cox, professor of eth- 
nobotany, will become dean of 
General and Honors Education, 
replacing Harold L. Miller Jr. 

“In a way, it’s almost a shame 
to appoint Dr. Cox and Dr. 

Wilkins to administrative posi- 

tions,” said President Lee. “They PAUL A. COX 
are both wonderful teachers and 

exemplary scholars, and this will diminish what 
they can do in those fields for a time. However, 
we need them, and their creative, energetic 
styles will benefit thousands of students.” 

Wilkins, a member of the BYU faculty since 
1978 and a professor of organizational behavior, 
received a bachelor’s degree and master’s of 
business administration from BYU, and a doc- 
torate from Stanford University. 

His research on organizational legends and 
myths has been widely quoted by national 
sources, including The New York Times and 
The Wall Street Journal. 


He maintains that telling stories about a com- 
pany’s past is one of the most effective ways to 
motivate managers and inspire employee loyal- 
ty and trust. His work has focused on how those 
stories shape organizations. 

Wilkins is the author of several peer-reviewed 
journal articles and the book, “Developing 
Corporate Character: How to Successfully 
Change an Organization Without Destroying 

It,” published by

from the University of Wales and A.M. and 
Ph.D. degrees from Harvard University in 1981. 

He has had 64 journal articles published and 
is the co-author of the 1991 book, “Islands, 
Plants, and Polynesians.” 

His scholarly duties include being a coun- 
cilmember for the Society of Economic Botany, a 
councilmember for the International Society for 
Ethnopharmacology and a member of the edito- 
rial board for Pacific Studies. In 
addition, he serves as a review- 
er for several journals and 
foundations, 

He has been a Fulbright 
Fellow,.an NSF Fellow and a 
Danforth Fellow and was 
named in 1985 as a National 
Science Foundation 
Presidential Young 
Investigator. He was twice the 
recipient of Harvard’s Bowdoin 
Prize in English. 

Cox has conducted research in 
the rain forests of Samoa for 
more than a decade. His work 
has centered on the use of 
plants by native healers in 
Samoa. As reported last year in the Journal of 
Medicinal Chemistry, one of those plants, a 
small tree used by native healers to combat pos- 
sible viral diseases, inhibits growth in a test 
tube of the virus associated with AIDS. 

Since 1987, Cox has spearheaded successful 
efforts to protect thousands of acres of tropical 
rain forest in Western and American Samoa. 
These include a 15,000-acre American Samoa 
National Park, a 30,000-acre Falealupo Rain 
Forest Preserve in Western Samoa, and a 
20,000-acre Tafua Rain Forest Preserve in 
Western Samoa.

Students at BYU may be cheating 
less than in the past. 

The number of cheating incidents 
reported to the BYU Honor Code 
Office occurring in the testing: cen- 
ter are down from 31 in 1991 to 25 
in 1992, nearly a 20 percent 
decrease. 

Assistant Dean of Student Life 
Wayne R. Herlin said many inci- 
dents aren’t reported by professors. 

“Even though many cheating inci- 
dents aren’t reported, the universi- 
ty’s policy states that any kind of 
academic infraction or dishonesty 
is handled by the faculty and 
department and they are encour- 
aged to report the incident to the 
honor code office,” he said. 

Herlin said the typical depart- 
ment sanction against a student 


caught cheating ranges from loss of 
credit for that particular test to 
loss of credit for the class, depend- 
ing on the severity of the infrac- 
tion. 

“Obviously the sanction would be 
more severe if a student were 
caught stealing a test from a 
teacher and a citation for theft 
might possibly be issued as well,” 
Herlin said. 

Eric M. Freden, a BYU mathe- 
matics professor, administers 
about 50 percent of his tests in the 
testing center. He said it would 
probably he easier for a student to 
cheat in klass than in the testing 
center, since those working at the 
testing cies specifically watch for 
cheatin 

Out of 4 total of 50 students inter- 
viewed about the testing center, 60 
percent said they'd rather take a 


test in class. However, only 40 per- 
cent said they had some type of 
fear or anxiety about taking tests 
in the testing center. 

Testing services manager Lewis 
J. ‘Bud’ Wood, said a surprising 
number of students try to cheat, 
however, he did not speculate on 
how many. 

“If you’re asking het: stu- 
dents cheat, the answer is yes, and 
when we. catch them, we deal with 
them appropriately,” Wood said. 

Of the 50 students interviewed, 
10 percent knew of someone who 
had been caught cheating. 

Most of those interviewed, 
believed the most prevalent rea- 
sons students cheat on tests are 
because they think they can get 
away with it, they feel pressure to 
make good grades or they are 
unprepared for a test. 
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Court rules against Haitian refugees 


WASHINGTON — Refugees fleeing Haiti for the United States may be 
stopped at sea and returned home without asylum hearings, the 
Supreme Court ruled Monday, declaring itself unable to solve an undeni- 

able “human crisis.’ 

The 8-1 opinion dealt a blow to thousands willing to take a risky ocean 
passage in search of freedom, and it upheld a policy developed by the 
Bush administration and adopted by President Clinton. 

“This case presents a painfully common situation in which desperate 
people, convinced that they can no longer remain in their homeland, 
take desperate measures to escape,” Justice John Paul Stevens wrote for 
the court. 

The Haitians’ attorney, Yale law professor Harold Koh, said, “This is a 
sad day for every one of us whose ancestors first came here by boat.... 
President Clinton should take no satisfaction in successfully defending 
George Bush’s Haiti policy before the Bush Supreme Court.” 

Thousands have fled the Caribbean nation in the past two years, many 
in unseaworthy boats that took them to their deaths, and the White 
House contends returning them is the best way to discourage such haz- 
ardous journeys. 


Clinton may have older half-brother 


WASHINGTON — President Clinton’s family tree is more like a wild 
bush, with branches going every which way and some roots buried so 
deep they’ re lost. 

His natural father died young and his mother married three other men, 
one of them twice. The family says he has six step-siblings and at least 
one half-brother, fledgling singer Roger Clinton. 

Now there’s talk of an older half-brother he never knew about, a retired 
janitorial service owner who says he and the president had the same 
father. Although marriage and birth records support the claim of Henry 
Leon Ritzenthaler, some of the president’s family don’t think he’s relat- 
ed. Without confirming the report, Clinton said he tried to call Ritz- 
enthaler, 55, on Monday. “I placed a call but there was nobody home. I 
don’t think I should say anything until I’ve talked to him,” Clinton said. 


Bosnian president may skip peace talks 


COPENHAGEN, Denmark — Following the failure of an international 
peace plan, European Community leaders tried Monday to persuade 
Bosnia’s Muslim president to accept the division of his country into three 
ethnic regions. 

President Alija Izetbegovic emerged from the meeting without making 
a commitment to attending peace talks scheduled Wednesday on the 
Serb-Croat plan for dividing Bosnia. He did not rule out negotiations. 

“We have to go back to Sarajevo and we have to make consultations 
with both the Parliament and the government of Bosnia-Herzegovina,” 
he told reporters who asked if he would attend peace talks that are to 
begin Wednesday in Geneva. 

Bosnian radio reported late Monday that he had asked for a delay of 
the Geneva meeting for consultations back home. 

Izetbegovic criticized European and other nations for opposing an end 
to the arms embargo on the outgunned Muslim-led government. 


NASA preps for first commercial lab 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. — Endeavour’s crew set up shop in the 
world’s first commercial space lab with its menagerie of wasps, shrimp 
and flies Monday after the shuttle zoomed into orbit in hot pursuit of a 
giant satellite. 

“Tt looks like we’re open for business,” astronaut G. David Low told 
Mission Control after entering the laboratory three hours into the flight. 

David Rossi, a vice president at Spacehab Ince. of Arlington, Va., which 
owns the laboratory, called it “an exciting day.” 

“My heart was literally in my throat,” he said. 

Endeavour and its six astronauts raced through a cloudy sky into space 
Monday morning, a mere 22 seconds late because of a small plane that 
strayed into restricted airspace near the pad. 

It was the second launch attempt. Sunday’s was canceled because of 
bad weather. 

Once in orbit, the shuttle began a 17,500 mph chase that will last three 
days and culminate in a “cliffhanger,” said the European Space Agency’s 
Alan Dover, deputy project manager of the satellite to be fetched. 

The satellite, called Eureca for the European Retrievable Carrier, has 
been orbiting for nearly one year.

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Steve Young could become 
highest paid NFL player

For San Francisco 49er All-Pro 
quarterback Steve Young, life is as 
good as the gold rush his team was 
named for. 

After leading the 49ers to the 
1992 NFC championship game and 
earning the NFL’s Player of the 
Year award, Young said he couldn’t 
be happier. 

“Things are great,” Young said. 
“[m right where I want to be. Now 
the challenge is to go out and do it 
again.” 

Young said he knows expectations 
are high for himself and the 49ers 
this season. 

“It’s Super Bowl or bust,” Young 
said. “That’s where we have to go. 
We do that or we lose our jobs.” 

Young played on two 49er cham- 
pionship teams, backing up future 
Hall of Famer Joe Montana. Young 
took over the starting quarterback 
role when Montana was injured 
early in the 1991 season. 

Despite leading the NFL in pass- 
ing for two consecutive seasons, 
Young found 49er fans crying for 
Montana’s return. Many assumed 
Young was unhappy about the out- 
cry. Young, however, remained pos- 
itive about his relationship with 
Montana, saying that if Montana 
was upset, it was in reaction to his 
injury. 

“You have to understand that 
when you're injured, life stinks,” 
Young said. “You’re just not as 
happy being on the sidelines in 
street clothes. That’s where our 
relationship was hard, because he 
had to watch. It was more fun for 
us when we were both competing.” 

49er public relations assistant Al 
Barba said Young has always had 
the “utmost respect” for Montana. 

“(Young) has studied Joe, asked 
him questions,” Barba said. “He 
has great admiration for Joe.” 

Young said the early years with 
Montana helped him develop as a 
player. 

“I was the young kid learning 
from the All-Pro quarterback,” 
Young said. “When he got injured, I 
proved I could play.” 

After his 1992 All-Pro season, 
Young was named the 49ers’ fran- 
chise player, meaning he would 
have to be one of the NFL’s top five 
paid players at his position. 

However, with Montana back 
from his injury and looking to pos- 
sibly sign elsewhere, the 49ers 
unexpectedly named Montana their 
starting quarterback over Young in 
an attempt to keep Montana in San 
Francisco. Many believed the 
announcement was a management 
ploy to satisfy Montana’s fans, 
knowing all along that Montana 
would ask te be traded to the 
Kansas City Chiefs, a deal that 
was recently finalized. 

Young said he wasn’t sure what 
the 49ers were thinking during the 
whole process. 

“T think it’s the great unanswer- 
able,” Young said. “I don’t have 
much insight to the whole thing. 
Welcome to the NFL.” 

Barba said Montana went to 
Kansas City after realizing it was 
better to move on. 

“After analyzing the whole thing, 
Joe was named the starter because 
of what he meant to the 49ers,” 
Barba said. “Joe just felt it would 
be a media circus in camp. Too 
much attention would be put on 
what Steve and Joe were doing 
instead of the team. 

“Joe said Steve deserved to lead 
the team.” 

Now, as the team’s leader, Young 
is expected to hit a gold mine. 
Barba said he figures Young will be 
the NFL’s highest-paid player next 
season. 


“There’s talk that Steve will sur- 
pass (Denver Bronco quarterback) 
John Elway, the highest-paid play- 
er in the NFL, at 5 million (dollars) 
per year,” Barba said. “I’m sure it 
will be a multi-year contract, but 
negotiations will resolve all that.” 

Young said contract negotiations 
are going on right now. 

“(The contract) has to be done 
before camp starts July 14,” Young 
said. “I really don’t know how long 
Ill sign for. I guess we’re not that 
far along yet.”- Young said he 
doesn’t plan on leaving San 
Francisco. 

“Ym happy where I am,” Young 
said. “You couldn’t ask to play for a 
better team.”

Regardless of personal bias, 
Denler cautioned that teachers and 
administrators in all Utah school 
districts should consent with the 
board’s decision. 

“Although the decision does not 
affect us this year because we have 
not adopted health textbooks this 
year, we will comply with what the 
board’s decision is,” Denler said.

Shawn Bradley has slept in his 
own bed just three times since 
arriving home from his mission 
June 2, and that won't improve this 
week as he visits Philadelphia and 
Orlando to meet with team offi- 
cials. 

Bradley signed about 600 auto- 
graphs Saturday at a sports card 
show in Salt Lake, and the player 
rated by one magazine as the best 
prospect in the June 30 NBA draft 
didn’t slow down long. 

He left the card show to drop by a 
family reunion — to sign more 
autographs for his cousins — then 
spoke at a five-stake fireside in 
Tooele. 

On Sunday, he flew to 
Washington to meet with agent 
David Falk and meet Falk’s family. 
Monday’s itinerary had the 7-6 cen- 
ter flying to Philadelphia to meet 
with 76er officials. Bradley meets 
with the Philly media today. 

Bradley will leave Philadelphia 
for Orlando, where he will be inter- 
viewed by Magic officials. 

He will not workout for either 
team,. keeping with Falk’s strategy 


to not let teams see Bradley play 
while he is still rusty. 

Falk continues to impress the 
Bradleys. Shawn’s father Reiner 
said Saturday that Falk was 
approached by Chris Webber, but 
Falk said he would first have to 
ask Shawn’s permission to act as 
Webber’s agent. “Shawn asked if it 
would help Chris, and (Falk) said it 
would,” Reiner said. “Shawn then 
asked if it would hurt him. (Falk) 
said it wouldn’t, so Shawn told him 
to go for it.” 

It was not clear if Bradley was 
headed to California. A Golden 
State spokesperson told me 
Monday the Warriors do not com- 
ment on player visits nor make the 
players available to the media. 

But San Francisco Chronicle NBA 
writer George Shirk, just back from 
the NBA finals, said it is clear the 
Warriors want to interview 
Bradley. 

“The Warriors are trying to move 
up in the draft to get Bradley,” he 
said. “That’s fact. I mean the kid is 
7-6 and can play and the Warriors 
are loaded with trade material.” 
Bradley family preference is impor- 
tant, too, Shirk said. “Bradley and 
his family would prefer he stay out 
west than go east (Philadelphia) or 
southeast (Orlando). It should real- 
ly make for an interesting week.” 

Speaking of the southeast, 
Orlando Sentinel NBA writer Tim 
Povtak said the feeling around the 
Magic is that they will trade the 
No. 1 pick for an established NBA 
veteran because they can’t afford to

Let’s not forget the word “fan,” as 
in sports fan, is a shortened form of 
“fanatic.” 

Reminders of this have come fast 
and furious recently as champi- 
onship victories have led to riots in 
such diverse cities as Montreal, 
Dallas and, on Sunday night, in 
Chicago. 

“It could be seen as a way of 
allowing fans to vent the frustra- 
tions of everyday life,” said Richard 
Lapchick, director of Northeastern 
University’s Center for the Study of 
Sports in Society. “The irony is that 
sports is an escape from everyday 
life, from the problems and violence 
of society.” 

The latest celebration to turn 
ugly followed the Chicago Bulls’ 
third-straight National Basketball 
Association championship. 

Two shooting deaths were linked 
to the celebrations, and nearly 700 
people were arrested on charges 
including disorderly conduct and 
vandalism.

It was the third time in as many 
years that a Chicago NBA title has 
resulted in violence, 

Earlier this month, hockey fans 
joined crowds outside Montreal’s 
Forum for a rampage following the 
Canadiens’ Stanley Cup victory 
over the Los Angeles Kings. Stores 
were trashed along with police 
cars, buses and subways. Some 115 
people were arrested and 168 were 
injured, including 49 police officers. 

In February, a rally celebrating 
the Dallas Cowboys’ Super Bowl 
victory left 18 injured and 26 under 
arrest. Groups of youths among the 
crowd of 400,000 attacked 
bystanders. 

The past decade has seen similar 
disturbances in Detroit and San 
Francisco. Fighting and vandalism 
associated with sports were com- 
mon in the 19th century. 
Authorities in this country and 
Canada even banned boxing in 
many places because of violence 
that followed the fights.

Tax group shifts 
to change image

Since 1922 the Utah Taxpayers 
Association has been politically 
active, fighting taxes and proposing 
solutions to public problems, said 
Howard Stephensen, president of 
the Utah Taxpayer Association. - 

“In 1922 the tax committee was 
organized for the purpose of 
acquainting citizens of the state 
with important tax problems and to 
aid in their solution,” Stephensen 
said. 

The association used to be 
opposed to all taxes but has 
changed their course over the last 
two years and has focused its 
efforts on finding tax question 
answers, Headlee said. 

“Two years ago we decided that it 
was no longer useful just to close 
everything and yell and scream 
about everything so we tried to get 
in and get our hands dirty, work 
with people and help look for solu- 
tions,” hesaid. 

Tom Allen, Utah State Auditor, 
believes the Utah Taxpayer 
Association has helped make Utah 
government more responsible to its 
citizens. 

Utah arts associations have 
mixed feelings about the Utah 
Taxpayers Association and other 
organizations who opposed the one- 
tenth of one percent tax increase to 
help fund their programs in Salt 
Lake County. 

“Personally I think some of the 
spokespersons are prudent and 
diligent and others I have less 
respect for,” said Susan Boskoff, 
director of the Utah Performing 
Arts Coalition. 


Headlee said even though his 


organization has changed over the 
past two years it still suffers from 
mistakes made in the past. 

“In the past ... the association was 
very knee-jerk,” Headlee said. “It 
just opposed everything and a lot of 
people still don’t like us very much 
because of that.” 

Headlee said the Utah Taxpayers 
Association represents a very broad 
group of people and receives dona- 
tions from single individuals, small 
businesses and large corporations. 

“We have people paying us $25- 
$30 bucks,” he said. “We have other 
larger businesses paying us-in the 
thousands.”
